The model 
represents Gen. De Kalb in the act of encouraging the troops 
under his command to greater deeds of valor at the moment 
he was killed. Congress, in 1780, passed the following reso- 
lution, which is to be inscribed on one side of the base : 
Sacred to the memory of the Baron de Kalb, Knight of the 
Royal Order of Military Merit, brigadier of the armies of France 
and major-general in the service of the United States ot America, 
Having served with honor and reputation for three years, he gave 
a last and glorious proof of his attachment to the liberties of 
mankind aud the cause of America in the action near Camden, in 
the State of South Carolina, on August 16, 1780, where, leading on 
tbe troops of the Maryland and Deiaware lines against superior 
numbers, and animating them by his example to deeds of valor, 
he was pierced with many wounds, and on the 19th following ex- 
pired, fn the forty-eighth year of his age. The Congress of the 
United States of America, in gratitude to his zeal, service and 
merit, have erected this monument.

RETIREMENT OF COMPANY OFFICERS. 


Tue following petition is being circulated for signatures 
among the several regiments of the Army: 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives, in Con- 
gress assembled: 

Yeur petitioners, the undersigned, officers of the Army, all of 
whom were in either the volunteer or regular Service during the 
War of the Rebellion, would respectfully represent that there 
are now in the Army of the United States a number of officers 
who entered the volunteer Service during the said war, and 
served through it until their services were no louger required, 
and who were then commissioned 2d Lieutenents in the regular 
Army (although many of them had served with distinction as 
volunteers, commanding regiments and brigades, and filling staff 
positions of great respunsibllity) with younger men filling the 
places above them. Their promotion was thus necessarily re- 
tarded, and many now find themselves, after a long and faithful 
service, at an age which exempts all men from military duty. 
still serving as Lieutenants or junior Captains, and entirely with- 
out a hope of every rising to the grade of a field officer. 

They would further represent that the duties of a company 
officer necessarily require the highest state of physical activity, 
it being expected of them to lead by example in matters of phys- 
ical exertion acd endurance, to which field and general officers 
are not subjectod; that while some of these officers are not so far 
disabled as to be entitied to retirement under existiug laws, they 
are, in fact, so much disabled by reason of age and the hardships 
and exposures incident to the service, that they can no longer 
discharge many of their military duties as a company officer, in 
which physical activity and endurance are requisites, with that 
promptness and efficiency necessary for a company officer on the 
active list. For these and other reasons which it is believed will 
address themselves to the favorable consideration of your honor- 
able body, we pray that the laws regulating retirements may be 
so amended that any company officer who may be fifty years of 
age, and who shall have served twenty-two years in the Army, 
either in the volunteer or regular Service, continuously or other- 
wise, shall, upon his own application, be placed on the retired 
list. 

Bvt. Capt. Chas, B. Hall, Adjutant 19th U. 8. Infantry, of 
Fort Clark, Tex., who is taking an active interest in the 
matter, has addressed a letter to the Adjutant of each regi- 
ment, enclosing copies of the petifion, and saying: 

It is believed by the friends of the proposed bill with whom I 
have had an opportunity to consult, that the relief asked for is 
one which will commend itself to the favorable consideration of 
every officer in the Army, and that it is a measure so just in itself 
that Congress will give it favorable action. But however meri- 
torious it may be, itis not probable that Congress will move in 
the premises unless some action is taken to bring it before that 
body. Should the bill meet your approbation, I hope you will 
give it the weight of your infinence, not only with your regi- 
ment, but that you will cause, as far as possible, each of its 
friends to make an individua! effort with any member of Congress 
with whom he may have personal influence. In this connection 
I wish to add that those with whom I have coasulted, as to the 
best means of bringing this matter to the attention of Congress, 
have thought it best that the petition be forwarded through the 
military channels. It has also been considered best that all the 
petitions be sent to some friend of the bill who will forward them 
as one petition. By request, I have consented to act in the 
matter for the petitioners, of whom Iam one. If, therefore, you 
will return the petition to me, with as many siguatures as you 
can get, I will consolidate and forward them. While all may not 
be agreed upon the wording of the petition, the amount of relief 
asked for, or the mode of procedure, it is considered absolutely 
essential that there should be unity of action in the matter. For 
this reason it is hoped that «ach will make some sacrifice of indi- 
vidual opinions, that all may meet op acommon ground, The 
question of “ Who shall be the petitioners?’ has been carefully 
considered, and it has been deemed best that none petition ex- 
cept those who have served during the late war. I hope you will 
interest yourself in this matter, and if agreeable to you or any 
friend of the measure, I would be pleased to have an expression 
of opinion as to the best means of accomplishing our aim. 








THE APACHES IN MEXICO, 


A sPEoraL courier from the headquarters of the Mexican 
Army operating against the Indians in Oposura, Sonora, 
Mexico, says the Apaches on July 30 made an attack on the 
village of Nacori, where Lieut. Moreno is stationed with a 
small picket of State troops, killing five of the guards. At 
daylight next morning Lieut. Moreno marched with 20 men, 
and found the savages to the extent of 150 men strongly in- 
trenched, and he was compelled to retire. He made a sec- 
ond reconnoissance, accompanied by armed villagers, but 
the ammunition becoming exhausted he was forced to re- 
treat a second time. Several of the [ndians were killed, and 
Lieut. Moreno was slightly wounded. After the skirmish the 
savages had things all their own way, and drove off large 
herds of cattle,

Tue comment on the claims of the 21st Infantry to aspire 
to a station at the eastern posts are certainly just and fair, 
and undoubtedly all that Col. Morrow says regarding the 
services rendered by his reginient on the Pacific coast are 
well known and appreciated by the country. But if the 21st 
Infantry is justly entitled to stations in civilization, Low 
much more is another regiment entitled to the same privi- 
lege, namely, the 23d Infantry? The 2ist came tothe Pacific 
coast in the spring of 1869, but the 23d came there in 1865, 
being then the 2d Battalion of the 14th Infantry. Since that 
time they have beenin Oregon, Washington Territory, Idaho, 
Arizona, Wyoming, Nebraska, Kansas, Indian Territory, 
Colorado, and are now in New Mexico and Texas. They 
have been, and ate now, continually doing the hardest of 
frontier duties, against Indians in ali the western Territories 
and States, erecting new posts, repairing old ones, and in 
fact performed all the duties incident to frontier posts; and 
still there is no chance as yet for them to get achange. We 
are not pretentious, and if the choice of stations laid with 
us—if we are not to go to the lakes—we would consider our- 
selves very fortunate if we could again go back to our old 
“hunting grounds "—the Department of Columbia, of which 
the 21st are getting tired. It is well that the 2lst can still 
hope to go back to civilization, but we of the 23d have jast 
all hopes in that direction long ago, and are now perfectly 
satisfied with even a change to stations of which another regi- 
ment is tired, and which we would now consider a change a 
great deal for the better, For undoubtedly the Department 
of Columbia now, and as compared with what it was when 
we were there eighteen years ago, is greatly changed for the 
better, and we of the 23d would consider soldicring there at 
present the softest thing out.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Department of Arizona.—A despatch from Tombstone 
states as follows: ‘* Col. Bandola, of the 22d Mexican Regu- 
lars, commanding the forces operating against the Indians, 
was killed Aug. 2 by ‘Our San Carlos Pets.’ The news was 
first brought by six Mexicans from Oposura, and was con- 
firmed by Mexican customs officers at San Pedro, who re- 
ceived the particulars, On Aug. 1a band of 30 Apaches 
made an attack upon Opulet and killed four men. Col. Ban- 
dola started immediately for the scene of the murder, and 
as he was riding some distance abead of his command was 
fired upon from an ambush and fell, two bullets piercing his 
breast and killing him instantly.” 

A report was received at Tombstone Aug. 11 from Hermo- 
sillo, Mexico, that the Mexican soldiers encamped 45 miles 
northeast of that place had mutinied, killing their captain 
and Ist lieutenant. The mutineers fled to the mountains, 
taking their arms and ammunition, Gen. Topeté left on 
Friday night for Ures with infantry and cavalry. 

A despatch from Tucson, Ariz, Aug. llth, says: “The 
people are much dissatisfied at Crook’s allowing the Indians 
off their reservation. During the past ten days large num- 
bers of Indians have been wandering through settlements on 
the Gila and San Pedro Rivers to the great annoyance of 
the people. Parties who accompanied Gen. Crook on the 
Sierra Madre campaign now say that 235 scouts went out one 
morning with 200 cartridges each, and returned at night 
with 15 each, having given them to renegades; also that 
there was no fight and no Indians killed in Sierra Madre.

Captain Pearson, says: ‘* On 
the day of sailing his Majesty King Kalakaua, accompanied 
by members of his staff, came on board, and went with us 
several milés to sea, Upon his Majesty’s departure from 
the ship the rigging was manned, and three cheers were 
given for the King, which were heartily returned, The at- 
tention on the part of his Majesty was but another evidence 
of the kindly feeling which was shown us during our stay in 
Honolulu. On the passage to this place the trade winds 
were carried to about 6 deg. South latitude, and were then 
followed by very light winds and calms to 11 deg. Strong 
South East ies were then experienced, gradually incress- 
ing in force until this port was reached. The equator was 
crossed April 28, at 6.30 p. M., in long. 161 deg. 10 min. W. 
Mr. Canisius, the U. 8S. Consul at this place, visited the ship 
on the day of our arrival, and reported that perfect quiet and 
good order exist in the Samoan Group, and that there is no 
reason to anticipate any change. I find that the interests of 
the U. 8. Government have been well cared for. The Ger- 
man war ship Carota was found in port, and upon the day 
after our arrival the German war vessel Hyaene arrived from 
Auckland, New Zealand. The Carola, by which we send our 
mail, will sail on Monday, the 14th, for the Fiji Group. The 
Hyaene, after a two week's stay in this > will sail for the 
Tonga Islands. Upon our arrival the particulars were 
learned of a terrific storm, accompanied by shocks of earth- 
quake, that visited this group on the night of March 24, 
wrecking several merchant vessels, and creating considerable 
damage on shore. I will sail on Monday, the 14th, with the 
American Consul and Vice Commercial Agent on board, for 
Pago Pago, and will repair the coal lighters at that place. 
After which the Consul will be returned to this place, and I 
will then d to Tahiti Society Islands. The health of 
all on board is good.”

Commander Harrington reports from Pondicherry, India, 
July 7, 1883, as follows : Sailed from Colombo, Ceylon, June 
22, after a very pleasant and useful visit of eight days. The 
ehip received many attentions from the Governor, Sir James 
Longdeu, and from the port officers, the U. 8. Consul and 
the citizens. An English squadron was found at Trincoma- 
lee June 24, comprising the Huryalus, Tourmaline, Osprey, 
and Ranger, under the command of Rear Admiral Sir Wm. 
Hewett. Admiral Hewett placed the resources of the Naval 
Station at my disposal for supplies or repairs, and during 
our stay of six days he offered repeatedly some service or 
courtesy. He was received on board the Juniata officially 
and socially, with the usual honors. On June 28, the 
Juniata joined the English equadron in the celebration of 
the anniversary of her Majesty's coronation, dressing ship 
with masthead flags, and firing a national salute at noon. 
On June 30, the ship ——— to Negapatam, India, for the 
purpose of having the semi-annual inspection, but was un- 
able to hold the inspection in the harbor of Trincomalee, on 
account of the daily intercourse with the English squadon 
and the numerous visits of the citizens. Negapatam has no 
harbor,’and the ship was exposed to the swell which attends 
the southwest monsoon. The inspection took place with much 
credit to the officers and men. Our National anniversary 
was celebrated on July 4, with the usual ceremonies, in 
which the port authorities of Negapatam and a number of 
merchant vessels joined. The Juniata arrived here on July 
5. The usual visits of courtesy haviug been made, the Gov 
ernor of Pondicherry came on board to-day, accompanied by 
a numerous staff, and was received with the honors due a 
Governor of State. At Pondicherry, xs at Kardchie, Colum- 
bo, Trincomalee, and other places, it is said that the Juniata 
is the first American man-of-war which has visited the port, 
and our welcome has been most cordial. Passing close by 
Point de Galle June 23, I found the sea very heavy. The 
harbor is completely open to the monsoon, and is full of 
dangers. As the monsoon was fully established I did not 
venture in. Since the completion of the breakwater at Co- 
lombo, Point de Galle has no longer any importance as a port 
of entry. It1s my intention to be at Madras July 11, and at 
Calcutta July 25. From Calcutta the ship will proceed early 
in August to Penang, making short en route to Ran- 
goon, Burmab, and Acheen, in Sumatra. All on board well.

Tux statement having been made that duplication of pay 
accounts is common in the Navy, @ naval officer says: ‘‘The 
thing is absurd on the face of it, as it is impossible fora 
Navy officer to duplicate his pay. An officer's pay is ob- 
tained from bis paymaster at the end of the month, and is 
not due before. It is paid only to theofficer, and if an order 
is issued by the officer it is taken at the same risk that a 
check given by a person who has nothing on deposit in the 
bank. Inthe Army an order on the pay is good for two or 
three months ahead.” 

Carrain Montgomery Sicard, U. 8. N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, has written to the commandant at League 
Island complimenting Naval Constructor P. Hichborn on the 
fine launch recently built for the naval experimental battery, 
which is regarded as very successful in every respect, and 
extremely useful. 

A numBeER of interesting experiments with the Nordenfelt 
machine guns, according to the latest improvements, were 
witnessed last month at Dartford, England, by a large com- 
pany, representing both the army and navy, as well as several 
Officers from foreign services. With the 12-barrel calibre 
gun, weighing about 2!¢ cwt., and mounted on a naval car- 
riage, 600 rounds were tired in scarcely two seconds over the 
half-minute. With a 3-barrel gun, mounted on a combined 
field and tripod carriage, 186 rounds were fired in the half- 
minute; with a 5-barrel gun, mounted on Lord Charles 
Beresford’s galloping carriage, volleys of fifty blank rounds 
were fired at seven stations in a course of about three- 
quarters of a mile, the whole movement occupying but 5 min. 
55 sec. Several other specimens of rapid firing were also 
given, A report of these experiments appears elsewhere. 


Tue August Navy Register, just issued, bearing date Aug. 
1, 1883, shows tbat the recent laws regulating appointments 
and promotions have so far caused a net decrease of 55 in 
the number of officers on Secretary Chandler’s books. We 
have now 8 admirals instead of 10, 22 commodores instead 
of 24, 47 captains in lieu of 49, 87 commanders in place of 
90, 78 lieutenant commanders in place of 80, and 366 senior 
and junior lieutenants instead of 277 lieutenants and 99 mas- 
ters now included on one list. The Medical Corps has lost 
one and the Engineer Corps has been reduced from 290 to 
242, making a total decrease of 70. Per contra, there are 
200 ensigns in lieu of the 99 ensigns and 100 midshipmen 
formerly on the list, and 119 instead of 108 naval cadets who 
are performing the two years’ sea service prior to final grad- 
uation, and 9 in place of 6 assistant naval constructors, 
making a total increase of 15 and net decrease of 55. The 
apparent increase in the lieutenants’ and ensigns’ lists are 
due to the changes in the old grade of master and in the 
still more familiar title of midshipman, both of which have 
been abolished, and in substitution therefor we have 4 
junior grade of lieutenants and a junior grade of ensigns. 
A pespatou from Providence, R. I., August 13, says that 
Capt. Thomas O. Selfridge, commandant at the torpedo sta- 
tion, Newport, R.I., has received plans for the complete 
plant for the manufacture of gun-cotton, and that he ex- 
ts within three months to have the intricate machinery in 
position, and to supply the whole demand of the Navy. 
There is no private manufacture of the article in this coun- 
try, and the Government has been obliged to depend upon 
foreign makers and dealers. 

Tux latest advices from the seat of war at the Norfolk 
Navy-yard are to this effect : ‘Mr. C. W. Murdaugh, Jr.,@ 
writer in the Construction Department, got into a dispute 
with a son of Constructor Varney, who instead of being & 
youth is a full grown man (in size), which ended in Mr. 
Mordaugh striking him in the mouth and knocking him 
down. The matter was referred to Commodore Mayo, who 
after investigating the matter suspended Murdaugh for 
twenty days, and at the same time admonished him to try 
and control his temper.” This is, of course, highly impor- 
tant, if true. 

The report of the Court of Inquiry on the loss of the 
Jeannette was received at the Navy Department from the 
Government Printer this week.

The changes pertaining to the other 
bureaus have not yet been made, but work generally will 
probably be done on the reorganized plan by Sept. 1,. The 
yard will be a naval arsenal instead of a Navy-yard, and 
although a number of the Departments will be abolished in 
consequence, the force of workmen in the other Depart- 
ments will be augmented ; and it is thought that when the 
yard is ia complete running order that there will be a larger 
force of employees than there has been for the past two or 
three yeare. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Baltimore Sun, on board the 
Lancast-r, says: We indulged in a number of landing 
parties at Cronstadt for target practice, which were con- 
ducted in a military shooting gallery attached to the Russian 
barracks, Whoever scored 15 out of a possible 25 was 
selected to go ashore again to compete for three prizes of 
45, 30, and 15 francs each. The first prize was won by Cox- 
swain Kobvert Pearson. Admiral Baldwin and Capt. Gherardi 
reviewed a landing of blue-jackets, followed by a competitive 
drill in the barrack yard. The honors were awarded the 
company under Ensign Johan G. Quimby. A tug-of-war was 
then indulged in by two other companies, which ended in 
the parting of the Gatling gun drag-rope. It is said that 
while in Moscow Admiral Baldwin accepted the invitation of 
one of the Prussian princes to visit him in Germany at the 
royal castle of Wilhelmshohe, near Oassel, where Napoleon 
IIL, was confined as a prisoner of war after the surrender at 
Sedan. It is also stated that the Admiral obtained permis- 
sion while in Moscow to cruise next summer in the Black 
sea, The permission of the Turkish government, however, 
must be also obtained to pass the Bosphorus. -If the Lan- 
caster does go she will be the only vessel of her armament 
in the American Navy that has thus been complimen‘ed since 
the treaty of 1855. Admiral Howell sought to obtaia a fir- 
man to pass the Trenton to the glittering minarets of Con- 
stantinople, but he got no further than Chanak-Kelessi, on 
tho Dardanelles. 


Tue Honolulu Saturday Press of July 9 says: “ His Im- 
perial Japanese Majesty’s man-of-war /injio arrived here 
Jast Tuesday morning, forty-two days from Callao, looking 
rather the worse for wear, as did the Essex. after her stay in 
that unpleasant Peruvian port.

MARE ISLAND NAVY-YARD. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the San Francisco Bulletin, writing 
from the Mare Island Navy-yard says : 

It seems strange that the National vessels, especially intended 
for service on the Pacific coast, are not constructed ou the coast. 
There is no justifiable reason why it should not be done. It costs 
the Government far morein the end, anditis but a matter of 
justice to the machine shops, sbipwrights and workingmen of 
the Pacific coast that they should have their share of the public 
work, and most certainly that which belongs to their locality. 
The entire iron work of the Mare Island Navy-yard, with the ex- 
ception of the blacksmith shop, by order of the Secretary of the 
Navy, in compliance with the recommendation of the recent 
Buard of Survey aud Inspection of the Navy-yards, has been 
transterred to the Steam Engineering Depsrtment. The move- 
ment is not favorably viewed by the Naval Constructor’s Depart- 
ment, and an attempt is being made by the chief of its bureau to 
have the iron work hitherto done under its superintendency re- 
turned to its charge. There would be no objection at Mare Is- 
land to have all the departments obtain power from one steam 
generator if the location of the work shops would permit of it, 
but it does not. The coppersmiths, iron-platers, and plumbers 
belonging to the Construction Department, and under which 
they have been carefully trained, have a peculiar class of work 
entirely different from that performedin the Steam Engineering 
Department. It is considered false economy to transfer them to 
the management of those who are in no way familiar with these 
particular branches of work which enters so largely into the con- 
struction of vessels. it is claimed that this is entirely outside 
of the line of the duties of steam engineering, which appertain 
exclusively to the construction and repair of steam engines and 
boilers, machinery of vessels and operating the same on board 
ship, and has legitimately nothing whatever to do with the con- 
struction of the hull ot the vessel. Much of the trouble 
may be attributed to the fact thatthe steam engineers had 
a representative on the Board and the naval constructors 
had not, If among the members there had been one of the latter 
corps, the recommendation to the effect stated could, in all li<eli- 
hood, not have been made. As it was, from want of opposition, 
the engineer representative had things very much his own way, 
so far as his particular department was concerned. It appears to 
be the general opinion that thisis but a preliminary move on 
the part of the Corps of Steam Engineers to appropriate entirely 
the duties of constructors ; that with the adoption of iron and 
steel in place of wood as the material for cruising vessels, the en- 
gineers will claim, as workers of iron, that the building of the 
hulls of vessels, as well as the machinery, should devolve on 
them, This, of course, would practically abolish the present 
Corps of Naval Cunstructors. Since the above was written, or- 
ders have been receivedfrom Washington directing the iron- 
platers to be re-transferred to the Construction Department.

«On Sunday evening the United States corvette Juniata, 
eight guns, P. F. Harringtoa, U. 8. N., commander, arriv 
in our roads. The Port Officer, J. H. Dennison, went on 
board next morniag. The Junia‘a, with a crew of 236 men, 
including officers, left New York in November last, and has 
cruised all along the Arabian Sea and Persian Gulf, and has 
touched at all the chief Indian ports from Kurrachee. Her 
last port of call was Trincomallee, and she left last night for 
Pondicherry, intending, we believe, to call at & , Cal- 
cutta, Rangoon, and the straits on her way to join the China 
station. The Juniata was visited by several residents of the 
town, all of whom testify to the cleanliness and neatness of 
the vessel and the marked civility of her commander and the 
officers on board. It is very much to be é t our 
town was not equal to the task of showing our visitors some 
or any attention. We did hear of a plenipotentiary of some 
sort landing from the ship, on some errand, or other, but 
nothing came of it »pparently. Yesterday being the memo- 
rable Fourth of July, the Juniata fired a salute of 21 guus 
in bonor of the occasion, but the salute was not returned 
{rom the shore for reasons more in number than those ren- 
dered to Queen Elizabeth by the Mayor of Dover for omit- 
ting to fire a salute in Her Majesty’s honor. The advent of 
the Juniata iu the roads caused great excitement in the 
town among the native population. The town, it was re- 
ported, was saved from attack purely by the presence of

West Point is behind the age as a school of civil- 
engineering, and that, we have ‘‘half a dozen, proba- 
bly a dozen, and possibly a score, of civil colleges 
which offer superior advantages to the boy who wishes 
to become a civil engineer.” Supposing there are ‘‘ for 
the civil engineers no berths reserved,” ‘‘ no promotion 
by machivery!” what then? Mr. Carpenter’s whole 
argument goes to show that this is where they have the 
advantage of the military engineer. Let them keep 
this advantage and continue to pride themselves 
upon the fact ‘‘that success, if won at all, must 
be plucked away from the outstretched hands of 
a thousand rivals”; Jet them still be ‘‘ thrilled with the 
stimulus of ambition and competition.” ‘‘ The silent 
victories of peace” are theirs, as Mr. Carpenter nobly 
says. Still, with acandor which does him credit, he 
says: ‘* There are excellent engiaeers in the Army, ca- 
pable of any of the deeds ascribed to them. While, 
owing to their military education and line of thought, 
their secure position, and the absence of the spur of 
competition, there is not the natural proportion of good 
to poor among them, yet there are some whose profes- 
sional spirit will not down even under the disadvan- 
tages of too much prosperity.” If there are more such 
engineers in civil ranks, as he claims there are, is it not 
because they have escaped the very fate he would consign 
them to by opening the Corps of Engineers to them? 
‘“‘If President Grant had made James B. Eads a colo- 
nel of engineers, the Engineer Corps might now be 
taking pride in the Mississippi jetties, instead of prophe- 
sying, as they do, that a storm will some day come and 
sweep them away.” Pussibly. But, then, it follows, 
from Mr. Carpenter’s own argument, that we might, in 
that case, have had no jetties at all; and even Eads 
must in fairness acknowledge his indebtedness to the 
exhaustive investigation of the peculiarities of the fickle 
stream he has sought to control, and which was the 
work of two members of the Corps of Engineers— 
Hun:phreys and Abbot. Mr. Carpenter’s allusion to the 
appointment of the young explorer, Fremont, a civilian, 
to a lieutenancy in the topographical engineers, does not 
help the argument for opening the Corps of Engineers to 
similar adventurous spirits. What has Fremont since 
done to prove his title to such a place? How does his 
exaggerated reputation as a ‘‘Pathfinder” appear in the 
light of those patient and productive labors of Army 
officers, which have opened the way for the railroads 
binding the Atlantic to the Pacific? How long should 
we have waied for the information which demon- 
strated the possibilities of these great undertakings 
which have consolidated our Empire, if we had not 
had such a body of men to look to for adventurous ex- 
plorations amid the dangers of the wilderness, such as 
the civil engineer is not often asked or expected to 
encounter ? 

No doubt the civil engineers in the employ of the 
Government find some just ground of complaint in the 
feeling of caste exclusiveness to which they arein a 
measure subjected when coming in contact with some 
members of the Engineer Corps; especially those who 
have not yet had ‘their sympathies broadened, and their 
class prejudices toned down, by a large experience 
among men. It may be, as is said, that under the pre- 
sent system ‘‘the type of assistant engineers which is 
most highly esteemed is the one which combines the 
talent of an engineer with the deferential discipline and 
the self-abnegation of the enlisted man.” But would 
our civil engineer be any better off under a different 
regime, all things considered? Is Mr. Carpenter so 
gure that even he, if removed from the sharp competi- 
tions of civil life, and given a fixed tenure of position, 
would not put on some of the very characteristics he 
now deplores in our Army engineers? Does not ex- 
perience go to show that he would ? 

In speaking of the relations of the civil and the military 
engineers to the work, for which the latter, according to 
his complaint, gets all the credit, Mr. Carpenter says: 
‘‘ How important a function the civil engineer plays in 
the alleged work of the Engineer Corps will never he 
known, as the civilian himself, warned by the fate of 
the bull which met the locomotive in combat, is not in 
a position to give testimony. The reports of opera- 
tions are edited by the officers, and the distinc- 
tion between the military and the civil engineer 
is preserved even in the size of the type in 
which these reports are printed. An officer in 
charge calls his principal assistant engineer to him, 
and tells him that his time is so taken up with 
the general cares of office that he must call on him for 
suggestions concerning the workin hand. The assistant 
engineer draws up 8 memorandum plan and submits it. 
The officer in charge embodies its substance, with a 
change of words, perhaps, in a letter of instructions, 
ordering the assistant to do what he himself has recom- 





mended. Should the officer wish to make this crder 


wholly his own, it is not difficult for him to change 
figures as well as words; for if the assistant recom- 
mends a dam fifteen feet high, or that piles be driven 
to a depth of twenty feet, it is always safe for his su- 
perior to decide that the dam should be sixteen feet 
high, aud the piles twenty-one feet deep. The memo- 
randum goes into the waste-basket; the Jetter of in- 
structions passes into official history, conferring addi- 
tional lustre upon what 1s called the prestige of the 
Engineer Corps.” We are further told _ that, 
apparently to test the ability of the Engineer Corps 
to do a piece of work by itself, Congress, in the act of 
March 19, 1872, ordering a survey of the northern 
boundary, jnserted the proviso ‘‘ that engineers in the 
Regulsr service of the United States shall be employed 
exclusively as engineers in the performance of the duties 
contemplated by this act.” Yet, according to Mr. 
Carpenter, this survey is mainly the work of civilians. 
While there were but four officers engaged on this 
survey, there were not less than four times four civilians. 
These included astronomers, topographers, surveyors, 
computers, draughtsmen, and meteorologists—in short, 
men of all branches of science recessary for the survey, 
and men of national reputation in their several profes- 
sions. One was a director of the Dudley Observatory ; 
another, professor of astronomy in Lehigh University. 
A controversy between Gen. Babcock and Gen. Meigs 
is also revived by Mr. Carpenter to show that the studies 
of all the details of Cabin John Bridge, which is the 
longest stone arch in the world, and in which the name 
of Engineer Meigs is carved, ‘‘ were made, and it was 
constructed, by Alfred L. Rives, a civil engineer.” 

But what is there in this more than a revival of that 
quarrel of the members which is at least as old as Ais9p? 
Is not the same complaint heard with tiresome iteration 
from subordinates in all occupations where many gifts 
are united in perfecting a work for which some one per- 
son obtaizs the chief, if not the only, credit? We should 
hear less of this complaint if there was more of that 
honest pride in the simple consciousness of doing good 
work, which should be in itself a sufficient reward. It 
is the vice of our time that so many men concern them- 
selves more as to the credit they get than as to the work 
they do to deserve it. Most men whose names stand for 
creditable enterprises, undoubtedly, receive the reward of 
public esteem, which might more justly be divided 
among mary. But how is this to be avoided? We do 
not wish to excuse the Engineer Corps, or any of its 
members, for a lack of generosity in giving to 
civil engineers what may be due them, yet we fear that 
the country will continue to give more heed to the 
character of the work which is done in their name than 
to the exact measure of credit which is to be propor- 
tioned to each one connected with it. 

Mr. Carpenter’s final complaint seems to us to auswer 
itself. Speaking of the controversy between General 
Meigs and General Babcock alluded to above, he says : 
‘Such a case of domestic discord 1s very rare in the 
Engineer Corps, and this altercation would scarcely 
have been published but for the high rank of the officers 
engaged. The discipline of the corps is almost Jesuiti- 
cal in its thoroughness, and mutual admiration among 
the members is a duty. No opportunity is lost to speak 
often and favorably of each other in their reports, even 
though this verbiage of politeness should crowd out all 
mention of the assistant engineer. In this they are 
seconded by the press of the country, which, through 
its columns of ‘army news,’ often lends importance to 
the trivial. The movements of the Queen’s household 
are not published more assiduously than those of our 
Army and Navy. A 2d lieutenant of engineers may be 
ordered from New York to. Newport to set up a tide- 
steff, and this unimportant fact, announced by the War 
Department, is telegraphed throughout the country 
side by side with the gravest information, and is then 
recorded in several places in the annual reports. But 
the greatest of our civil engineers might be engaged for 
the grandest engineering work under the War Depart- 
ment, and that engagement would not be promulgated 
at headquarters, whose officials seem to be sadly lack- 
ing in that feature which, in journalistic parlance, 1s 
called a nose for news. Much has been said about the 
esprit de corps of the Engineer Corps, and always in 
terms of commendation, as if that sentiment were 
necessarily a virtue. But it isnot. Everv robber-band 
aud political conspiracy and modern ‘ring’ has its 
esprit de corps, meaning loyalty to the organization uo~ 
der all circumstances, right or wrong. sprit de 
famille in the Government service was long ago trans- 
lated into nepotism, and there is danger that esprit de 
corps may become known less grandiloquently as favor 
itism. The military engineer 1s to the civil engineer as 
the secret-society man at college is to the independent 
in the isolation of the camp, and in moments of native 





gentlemgnliness, he may forget the supenority of his 
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rank and the traditional exclusiveness of his profession, 
and may fellowship for the time with his civil brother, 


but still his first duties of friendship and favor are re- 


served for his fellow-graduates, This is natural, per- 
haps, but it is not just, nor is it fortunate for the ser- 
vice; no more so, indeed, than it would be to have 
some Greek-letter secret society intrenched in a mo- 
nopoly of the high places of the Patent Office or the 
Agricultural Department.” 
Granting all the possibilities of narrow-ess in this 
esprit de corps, of which Mr. Carpenter makes such 
complaint, does it not follow from it that the knowledge 
and ability of the corporate body becomes, in a certain 
sense, the knowledge and ability of each of the mem- 
bers composing that body ? Why need we trouble our- 
se!ves as to whether a good piece of work, which comes 
from the hands of Lieutenant Novice, is or is not the 
product of his unaided genius? We are content if we 
find that the result is, on the whole, better than if the 
work had been intrusted to a civil engineer of greater 
capacity and experience who was shut out by profes- 
sional jealousy and competition from avaiiing himself 
of the knowledge of others to the same extent. 
While thus criticising Mr. Carpenter’s conclusions, 
we commend his article to the attention of the Corps of 
Engineers as a setting forth of opinions and sentiments 
which are, in a measure, if not altogether, shared by 
the body of intelligent men with whom their duties 
must bring them into such intimate relations. The wise 
man always finds something to learn from what his 
critics say of him,

Tue French cavalry manceuvres commenced at the 
camp of Chalons on the ist of Augast, under the direc. 
tion of General, the Marquis de Gallifet. They will 
continue to September 8, and no less than 36 regiments 
of cavalry and 18 batteries of horse artillery will turn 
out. Germany is to be represented at Chalons by 
Major de Gorseer, first Aide-de Camp to Marshal von 
Moltke ; Russia, by Lieutenant-General Baron Taube, 
commanding the Twelfth Army Corps; Austria, by 
Colonel Bach de Hausberg, of the 7th Hussars; Italy, 
by Major-General Colli de Fellizano, commanding the 
Cavalry Brigade of Rome; England, by Colonel Vil- 
liers, Military Attaché. The United States, Spain, 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Switzerland, Portugal, 
Servia, and Roumania will also be represented, and per- 
haps China. The general autumn manceuvres will not 
begin until September 1, when the 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 
9th and 138th Army Corps will turn out. In the east 
the 7th and 8th corps will operate against each other. 
An army will be supposed to have invaded France by 
the defiles of the Jura, and after having invested 
Besancon, to have marched upon Dijon. The 11th 
German Army Corps will parade and manceuvre be- 
tween Homburg and Frankfort from the 21st to the 26th 
of September, the independent divisional manceuvres— 
there are three divisions in this corps—previously being 
accomplished not very far from the same district on the 
17th, 18th and 19th of the same month. Most of the 
hotel room in Homburg is already bespoken. The 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh and King 
Alfonso of Spain are expected to attend the manceuvres, 
and about 105 foreign officers will also be the guests of 
the Emperor. 





ApsuTant General Drum denies the statement, which 
has appeared in the daily papers, that he is preparing a 
circular to be sent to the Adjutant-Generals of the vari- 
ous States requesting to be informed of the number and 
equipment of the militia regiments of their sections, 
and their views as to the length of time that will be 
required to put an armed force of 200,000 men in the 
field. There is, however, said to be some sort of move 
ment on foot looking toward the reorganization of State 
troops, the plan for which has not yet been matured.

Mr. Roach, however, has lost no time in making prepa. 
rations for the commencement of the vessels. In fact 
he has already began work on the despatch boat Dol- 
phin and has made considerable headway. 

Naval Constructor George R. Boush reported to’ the 
Advisory Board this week for duty and was ordered to 
Chester, Pa., to superintend the work on the Dolphin. 
He will be fassisted in this work by Assistant Naval 
Constructors Hanscom and Hoover, who were some 
days ago ordered to that place. Lieuts. F. J. Drake 
and F. P. Gilmore have been ordered to the Naval 
Arsenal at Washington for instructions, under the direc- 
tion of the board, in the rolling mills, preparatory to 
being appointed inspectors of material for use in the 
construction of the vessels. At the next meeting of the 
Advisory Board, which will be about Sept. 1, detailed 
nstructions will be prescribed for the guidance of all 
the officers detailed to duty in connection with the con- 
struction of the cruisers. 

Now that the contracts have been formally turned 
over 16 Mr. Roach, many persons suppose the Depart- 
ment’s labors are practically at an end. Such is not the 
case. Aside from the officers specially detailed to 
inspect the material for, and superintend the construc. 
tion of, the cruisers, the Construction and Engineer 
Bureaus will have as much as they can do during the 
next year or two in preparing detailed plans for every 
portion of the ship, from a rivet toa mast. Under the 
contract, Mr. Roach, will not be required to make & 
single drawing. 








Tne papers in the court-martial case of Lieut.-Col. 
Ilges, are now in the hands of the Secretary’s office, 
Judge-Advocate General Swaim having completed his 
review and report thereon and transmitted the papers 
to the Department Aug. 13th. The general impression 
is that the sentence is dismissal. No further action can 
be taken on this case until the President and Secretary 
Lincoln have returned.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brevet BricGaprer-GgeNneRAL Tuomas J. Harnes, the 
senior major of the Subsistence Department, U. 8. A., died, 
after a Jong illness, at Hartford, Conn., August 14, 1883. 
He had been on sick leave for several months prior to his 
death. Gen, Haines was a meritorious officer of long ser- 
vice. A native of New Hampshire, he was appointed from 
that State to the Military Academy July 1, 1845, and was 
graduated July 1, 1849, in the same class with Gillmore, 
Parke, Ben¢t, Silvey, Du Barry, Baird, Cogswell, Chauncey, 
McKeever, Saxton, McClure, Holabird, and others. On 
graduation he was appointed % brevet 2d lieutenant of the 
1st Artillery, and the same day a 2d lieutenant of the 2d U. 
8. Artillery. He served with his regiment at Fort Monroe 
until 1850, then a brief tour at West Point as Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics. On the 9th of July, 1853, he was 
promoted ist lieutenant and was sent South and took part 
in the hostilities in Florida against the Seminole Indians, 
being on staff duty as A. A. A.G. He continued to serve at 
various stations until the breaking out of the war. On the 
14th of May, 1861, he was offered a captaincy in the 13th 
Infantry but declined, and the 8d of August following was 
appointed a captain in the Subsistence Department. He 
served for a short while as A. A. A. G. of the Department 
of Virginia, then as Chief Commissary of the Department of 
Missouri, as Chief Purchasing and Supervising Commissary 
in the Department of the Missouri, Tennessee, and the north- 
west, and the Territory embraced between the Mississippi, 
New Mexico, and Utah, and as far South as Louisiana; in 
supervisory charge of affairs of the Subsistence Department 
in Illinois, and in general charge of the Subsistence Depart- 
ments in the States of Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, 
and Arkansas, and in the Territories of New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Utah, Nebraska, Dakota, Montana, and the Indian 
Territory. On the 9th of February, 1863, he was promoted 
major, and also held the appointment of colonel and addi- 
tional A. D. O. from May 1, 1862, to May 31, 1866. On the 
138th of March, 1865, he was brevetted lieutenant-colonel, 
colonel, and brigadier-general for faithful and meritorious 
services during the Rebellion. After the war he served at 
the Headquarters Division of the Missouri, at Chicago, until 
1868, then as Chief Commissary of Subsistence of the De- 
partment of the South from 1868 to 1873, as Depot Commis- 
sary at Boston from 1873 to 1875, and in the Commissary 
General’s office at Washington since 1875, although he has 
not been on duty by reason of illness for along time. The 
death of Gen. Haines will be sincerely regretted, as he had a 
large circle of friends and was justly esteemed for his many 
excellent qualities. 


Masor GrorcEe H. CHANDLER, brother of Secretary of the 
Navy Chandler, died at Canterbury, N. H., Aug. 12, in the 
forty-fourth year of his age. During the civil war he served 
as major of the 9th New Hampshire Volunteers, and was 
subsequently promoted Lieut.-Colonel of the regiment. 
He served in the West, Tennessee, and other States 
in which active hostilities were going on. His regiment was 
afterwards attached to Burnside’s corps. At the battle of 
Antietam he was severely wounded in the leg, and was dis- 
abled for many months. He was at one time Deputy Secre- 
tary of State, and went to England in 1867 as special counsel 
for the United States in several cases then pending. Upon 
his return he resided in Baltimore, where he acquired a high 
reputation as a marine lawyer. 

The funeral took place at the Unitarian Church in Concord, 
N. H., Aug. 15. The Rev. Arthur Little, D. D., of Chicago, 
officiated, assiste] by the Rev. O. 8. Beane, of Concord. 
The Grand Army of the Republic attended. The pall-bear- 
ers were General N. A. Patterson, State Treasurer Solon A. 
Carter, Colonel O. H. Roberts, Colonel C. C. Danforth, G. 
A. Blanchard and G. E. Jenks. 

Lrevt. Isaac O. SHELBY, 16th U. 8. Infantry, a native of 
Indiana, died at Fort Concho, Texas, August 9, 1883, of 
heart disease. Early in the war he joined Company B, 25th 
Iowa Volunteers, as an enlisted man, and was mustered out 
on the 31st of May, 1865. He then went to Illinois and was 
appointed from that State a 2d lieutenant of the 34th U. 8. 
Infantry July 25, 1867, transferred to the 16th Infantry 
April 14, 1869, and promoted ist lieutenant July 1,1879. He 
leaves a wife and two children. The funeral took place at 
Fort Concho, August 10, with military and Masonic honors. 

LIEvTENANT Barnet 'WaGeER, 2d U. 8. Artillery, who has 
been sick and unable for duty for some years past, died at 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 19, of Bright's disease of the kid- 
neys, complicated with pneumonia. He was born in New 
York State, entered the Military Academy September 1, 1863, 
was ‘graduated June 17, 1867, and promoted 2d Lieutenant 
of the 2d U. 8. Artillery. On the 25th of March, 1873, he 
was promoted Ist Lieutenant. Lieutenant Wager was re- 
garded by his many friends as not only a faithful, energetic, 
and efficient officer, but as possessing brilliant qualities, and 
the officers of his regiment, especially, have received the 
news of his death with sincere regret, 


Tae Vallejo Chronicle reports that on August 8, Henry 
Easton, formerly a Lieutenant in the Navy, fell over the 
cliff near the fog signals at the Point Bonita Light-house, 
and was drowned. We do not find that any Henry Easton 
ever served in the Navy, but there was a Henry Eaton who 
was appointed Acting Master June 27, 1862, Acting Volun- 
teer Lieutenant March 23, 1864, and resigned September 28, 
1864.

INDEPENDENCE DAY AT HONOLULU. “™= 


Tue 4th of July last was celebrated at Honolulu, Hawaiian 
Islands, in grand style. A parade was formed early in the 
morning, the line of march being through the principal 
streets to the American ation, thence to the Esplanade, 
The Hawaiian Hotel was the station of Honolulu’s leading 
personages. King Kalakaua, the Attorney-General, the Minis- 
ter of Finance and several other officials, together with some 
of the officers of the U. 8. 8. Essex and a few ladies, occu- 
pied the east end of the lower balcony, directly facing the 
stand. On the stand were two rows of chairs in which sat 
Awmerican Minister Resident Daggett, president of the day ; 
Rev. Geo. Wallace, chaplain ; Mrs. E.R. H. Hendry, reader 
of the declaration, and Surgeon M. L. Ruth, U. 8. N., from 
the £ssex, orator of the day. Behind them sat the singers. 

After an opening prayer, Minister Daggett made a patriotic 
and interesting address; Mrs. Hendry then read the Decla- 
ration of Independence; patriotic airs by the band and 
singing followed ; after which came the oration of the day 
by Surgeon Ruth, of the Zssex. Dr. Ruth, in ng, paid 
homage to the memory of the late President arfield, and 
recounted briefly the struggles of our forefathers for inde- 
pendence. Of Washington he said: ‘It was almost uucon- 
sciously that men learned to cling to Washington with a trust 
and faith, such as few other men have won, and to ard 
him with a reverence which still hushes us in presence of his 
memory. But even Americans hardly recognized his true 
greatness while he lived. It was only wheu death set his 
seal on him that the voice of those whom he had served so 
long proclaimed him, ‘The man first in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his countrymen.’” He then de- 
scribed the America of to-day ‘Are we,” said he, ‘* a poor 
nation? Well, poverty has not its skeleton hand on us as 
yet. ‘Sharp penury has not yet worn us to the bone,’ 
Our raiment is not entirely ragged. We still have bread, 
and now and then a bit of meat. We plod along with a 
daily income of about one million of dollars, we pay our 
debts too fast to suit our creditors. Our paper is worth 
more than its face, our national vaults are so full of coin 
that the Treasurer is at his wit’s end to kaow where to store 
that which is pouring in. Weowe less than $34 a-piece, and 
we could pay that to-morrow if we wished, and if our cred- 
itors could be induced to take the money. No, we are not 
poor. It would be better for us, I sometimes think, if we 
were not so rich. The knowledge of possessing so much 
material wealth is, I fear, sapping our national strength and 
meking us less jealous of our national honor, There was s 
time when we would not stand an insinuation, much less 
an insult, but now we are so rich that we are hard to arouse.

DESCRIPTION OF A SAMOAN HURRICANE. 

A storm visited the Samoan Group on the night of 
March 24, in which the following vessels were wrecked 
or injured in Apia Harbor, and the following disasters 
occurred on shore : 

The American brig Sheet Anchor, of San Francisco, 
Capt. Merrill, was driven upon the reef and became a 
complete wreck. The captain and steward were lost. 
The American schooner Jliza, of San Francisco, 
Capt. Smith, dragged her anchors and grounded, but 
was hauled off very slightly injured. 

The German bark Solida, of Elsfleth, Germany, 
Capt. Schumacker, was a total loss. The German bark- 
entine Venezuela, Bremen, sank on the outer reef. The 
German bark Prazileiro, of Brade, Germany, Capt. 
Dubert, was driven upoa the inner reef, but was after- 
ward hauled off, and is now being repaired. The Ger- 
man schooner Vavan, of Hamburg, Capt. Breckvoldt, 
became a complete wreck on the inner reef. The Ger- 
man sloop Apa rode out the gale until 7 o’clock in the 
morning, then filled and capsized, afterwards drifting 
about for a quarter of a mile and becoming a total loss. 

On shore, on the Island of Upola, great damage was 
done to the fruit trees, and many buildings, including 
the French chapel, were destroyed. 

The east end of the Island of Savou was visited by a 
tide wave that swept away all houses within a quarter 
of a mile of the beach for a distance of fifteen miles 
along the shore. A Catholic chapel in Savou was blown 
down, killing ten persons. Near the outer reef, in the 
right of the entrance to Apia Harbor, several sand 
clumps were thrown up by the earthquake, but no dam- 
age was done to the harbor or to the channel leading to 
it. The wrecked vessels are well on the reef, clear of 
the harbor archorage. 

The storm was not preceded by any unusual phenom- 
ena, the only indications observed being a fall in the 
barometer of .68 of an inch from noon to midnight, and 
a gradually increasing wind from the 8.8. E. The 
masters of the vessels anchored in the harbor not antic- 
ipating a gale, took no other than the usual precautions 
against afresh blow. About 11.30 Pp. m., it began to 
blow very fresh from the 8. 5S. E., and rapidly increased 
in force with a falling barometer, until 2.07 a. m., of 
the 25th, when the wind shifted to 8. E., and the baro- 
meter began to rise. About 2.30 the storm had reached 
its height, and continued so until 3.10, when it began 
to moderate, shifting to east. At 7.55 the wind was E. 
N. E.; at 8.30, N. E.; at 9.45, N. N. E.; at noon, N. N. 
W., when the gale wasover. The following is a record 
of the action of the barometer and the direction of the 
wind during the gale:

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THE CHOLERA IN EGYPT. 


Speaking of the ravages of the cholera in Egypt, 
the London Times says: 

The emergency is one which calls for the prompt and 
energetic action of the British Government itself. Our 
troops are in Egypt, and our authority is paramount 
there, and there is little doubt that we are face to face 
with an enemy far more formidable than ever were Ar- 
abi and hisarmy. It will be seen from information 
which we give elsewhere that some practical steps have 
already been taken by the Government, and several 
medical men will start immediately for Egypt. But the 
occasion calls for something more than the mere provi- 
sion of competent medical assistance. We understand 
that strong representations have been made to the Gov- 
ernment by Sir Edward Malet and Gen. Stephenson as 


want of succour, it assuredly no time to talk of leaving 
them to “‘stew in theirown juice.” Ourtroops hold Egypt 
and sustain its Government, not merely for our own 
purposes, but for the welfare and benefit of the Egyp 

tians themselves, and our position imposes on us the 
plain responsibility of doing for them what they cer- 
tainly cannot do for themselves. Europeans possess the 
sanitary knowledge which Orientals lack ; they are free 
from the sloth and fatalism which paralyze Oriental ac- 
tion in the face of an epidemic visitation, and English- 
men especially have learnt in India how best to combat 
the cholera and how to relieve its victims. We have 
manifested our own strength and the weakness of Egypt 
in our occupation of the country, and it behooves us to 
show we are not less strong to save than we were to con- 
quer. As matters stand English authority alone, en- 
forced as far as possible by Euglish agents and largely 
aided by English professional skill, can do what is 
needed to check the spread of the cholera in a popula- 
tion of hard upon 400,000 people living for the most 
part under conditions which specially expose them to its 
ravages. The prompt and effective exercise of this au- 

thority is called for, not merely in the interest of our 

own trgops, but even more in that of a country and peo- 
ple for whose welfare we have made ourselves respon- 
sible. 

The question, indeed, hardly admits of argument. 

In a purely political crisis the limits to which our inter- 
ference should go might fairly be open to controversy, 

but in a struggle with death and disease there can 

scarcely be two opinions. Whatever is necessary and 

possible must be doue, and no preconceived theories as 
to the administrative indepeudence of Egypt must stand 
in the way of our doing it. Nor, indeed, is the respon- 
sibility we incur iu the matter cne which affects Egypt 
alone. The wore the cholera spreads in Egypt the more 
likelihood there is that through some channel or other 
it may find its way into Europ

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Wuitr M. De Lesseps is obtaining diplomatic suc- 
cesses over our Government and the English Directors 
on the Board of the Suez Canal, his affairs are progress- 
ing very slowly in America. Up to the present scarcely 
any headway has been made in the actual cutting of the 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama, all the work hith- 
erto having been directed to the preliminary operations 
of forming villages, working stations, contractors’ rail- 
ways, and the like. The engineers of the company 
arrived in Aspinwall at the beginning of 1881, and at 
that time the line of the canal was not fixed, nor was 
any part of it cleared; the new comers had first to pro- 
vide living accommodation for themselves, to purchase 
land and clear it, ereet docks and warehouses, and build 
workshops and hospitals before they could turn their 
attention to their main object. Next, the line of the 
canal had to be definitely fixed and its route cleared to 
a width of 100 metres, and these tasks have occupied 
nearly the whole of the time since their arrival, for as 
might be expected, great difficulties have been found 
both as regards transport and labor. The latter has 
been derived to a great extent from Jamaica by the 
inducement of high wages, varying from $1.20 to $2 a 
day, but even this sum has often proved insuflicient, for 
hundreds of negroes have returned home emaciated and 
almost pale from the effects of the climate, preferring 
their former small earnings in their native country to 
the certainty of a speedy death in Panama. This ques- 
tion of providing labor is one of the most serious that 

has yet to be faced, for calculations made from works 
of a similar character in the West Indies show that 
many times the present number of hauds must be em- 

ployed if the canal is to be completed in a reasonable 
time, and as yet the memory of the fearful cost of life 
involved in the construction of the Panama Railroad 

has not died out in that region. 

Ths tremendous character of the work can be shown 
in a very few lines. The canal is without locks and 

quite level from end to end, a distance of 73 kilometres 
(45 miles) ; its breadth at the water line varies from 28 
to 50 metres, with a depth of water of 8.5 to 9 metres 

(27.8 ft. to 29.5 ft.) So far there is nothing very seri- 
ious, aud until the cutting passes San Pablo the depth 

of the excavation does not exceed 13 metres, and is 

generally less, but from that point the heights increase, 

and after reaching Gorgona, avout 40 kilometres from 
Colon, the work becomes exceedingly difficult from the 
depths of the cuts, which vary from 20 to 100 metres 
(65 ft. to 360 ft.), and from the nature of the soil and 
the inequalities of the surface. The sections of Obispo, 

Empire, Culebra, and Paraiso, lying between the for- 
tieth and sixtieth kilometres, are exceedingly difficult, 

the cuts in the second being 59 to 77 metres in depth, 

and at Culebra (the summit) 110 metres in depth—a 
tremendous undertaking. The works at Paraiso will 

also be exceedingly heavy, the excavation varying from 
80 to 70 metres in depth (98.4 to 229.6 ft.), but after 
Paraiso and the sixtieth kilometre the cuts become mod- 

erate, and are reduced to 15 metres or less. The route 
then follows the general lead of the Rio Grande and 

finally debouches into the sea at the mouth of that river 
between the 68th and 69th kilometres, the remainder 
being effected by dredging.

Their scheme is to run galleries into the 
hill, and at certain places to sink shafts connecting the 
galleries with the surface or with each other, and to dump 
the dirt down the shafts to be removed by the cars 
below. Beyond this section no actual work has been 
done, so that it will be seen that up to the present the 
canal itself may be said to be almost untouched. Yet, 
notwithstanding this, 130,000,000 francs, out of the 
estimate of 600,000,000 francs, have been spent, al- 
though several mest important works for the control 
of the rivers and storm water have not been com- 
menced. 

One thing only appears certain, and that is, that the 
shareholders have gone tvo far to draw back again, and 
must provide all the money that is needed, however 
much that may exceed their expectations, or however 
long they may be kept waiting before the venture at- 
tains a position to earn dividends of any kind. Three 
years of the eight are already past, and as yet only the 
fringe of the project has been touched, and new the 
real work is about tocommence. If the difliculties aris- 
ing from scarcity of labor and the unhealthfulness of 
the climate were absent, five years would probably be 
sufficient for the purpose ; but had it not been for these 
same difficulties, the canal would probably huve been 
made years ago. Steam excavators will certainly dis- 
pense with a large number of hands, but still the very 
rapidity with which they work necessitates the attend- 
ance of large gangs of men, and if the climate is so bad 
near the sea, where the daily breeze reduces its evil in- 
fluence, as to break down the constitution of a Jamaica 
negro, it is certain that the mortality in the inland sec- 
tions will be very great indeed. 











COMPLAINTS IN THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Tux newly-elected peer, Lord Alcester, was asked in 
the House of Lords what the rules and regulations of 
the naval service were, under which warrant officers 
were permitted to make reasonable representations to 
the Admiralty as to their condition, rank, and other 
matters connected with their profession. This ques- 
tion was answered by Lord Alcester’s reading the eX- 
tract from the Queen’s Regulations and Admiralty Lo- 
structions which say, ‘‘ Every person is authorized in- 
dividually to make known to his superior any just cause 
of complaiut.” His lordship proceeded to add, ‘‘In the 
event, therefore, of any warrant officer on board the 
fleet conceiving himself injured by the working of reg: 
ulations at present in force, he has only to represent the 
same to his commanding officer, and the case will be 
forwarded through the flag officer in command of the 
squadron in which he may be serving for the decision 
of the Admiralty.”

THE NORDENFELT MACHINE GUNS. 


On Thursday a very large company, composed of 
members of the army and navy and representatives of 
foreign powers, accepted the invitation of Mr. Thors- 
ton Nordenfelt and visited his grounds near Dartford, 
Kent, to witness the working of the weapons known as 
‘* machine guns.” 

The first set of instruments, those of rifle calibre, the 
first invented, and owing their conception to the late 
Mr. Palmcrantz, of Stockholm, the partner of Mr. Nor- 
denfelt, opened the day’s proceedings. These take the 
rifle ammunition, or should, but as the government 
officials made a distinction between the Gatling ammu- 
nition and that in use for the small arms, these guns had 
to be made for the cartridges in use. To this use of two 
sorts of small-arm ammunition there are many practical 
objections. The 12-barrel rifle calibre gun is the largest 
of this class. This weapon, which is mounted on a 
naval carriage, weighs 250 pounds. In half a minute 
it fired in volleys 590 rounds, two men ouly serving it, 
one to add hoppers filled with cartridges, the other to 
work the horizontal lever, which opens the breech with 
the backward stroke, extracting the empty cartridge 
cases at the same time, and fires the gun with the for- 
ward stroke. The works were shown to be dust-proof, 
and they are easily got at. The instrument can be 
worked to give the style of running fire known as the 
feu de joie, and the firer can depress or elevate xnd turn 
in any direction the barrels while he is firing. The 
gun, it was stated, could be got to work off 1,200 shots 
ina minute; but, of course, its full powers could not 
be obtained in a half-minute experiment. A one-barrel 
machine gun, made to compete with that adopted from 
the pattern of Mr. Gardiner, was shown and worked. 
This weighs only 13 pounds as against the 60 pounds of 
the adopted one, and is designed for use in the tops of 
ships. ‘To all intents and purposes it isa repeating rifle, 
with the reserve on thetop. This got off 54 rounds in 
half a minute. 

The three-barrelled gun of the rifle calibre, weighing 
56 pounds, was the next brought forward. This was 
moucted on a gun carriage for light service in the field, 
and was afterward so mounted as to show its use in the 
tops of vessels. It was demonstrated that the gun part 
could be carried on yokes by two men (and would be 
aload fora horse), while the carriage could be carried by 
a mule, thus showing its use for mountain or hill service. 
This fired 62 volleys (186 rounds),in half.a minute. A five- 
barrelled gun, weighing 128 pounds, also for use in the 
field, on boats, or in the rigging of ships, had combined 
field and tripod carriage, and got off 60 volleys (300 
rounds) in the half minute. The ten-barrelled gun, 
mounted on a field carriage, the weapons shown at 
Shoeburyness in the machine gun trials, gave 900 rounds 
in the minute, fired 100 rounds with spreading motion in 
seven seconds, 200 rounds at 30 deg. of elevation in 13 
seconds, and a like number at 30 deg. of depression in 
11 seconds. 

Capt. Armit’s detachment of Central London Rifle 
Rangers then worked their 5-barrel rifle gun on Col. Alt’s 
Carriage. Fifty rounds were fired, all the movements 
being done in from 18 to 22 seconds. Lord Charles Be- 
resford then brought forward his galloping carriage with 
a five barrelled gun, and galloped it to seven stations, at 
each of which he reversed and opened fire, and did all 
the work, which covered two-thirds of a mile, includ- 
ing a hill, in 5:55. Both these specimens of new drill 
with new weapons were warmly applauded. 

The heavier guns were then brought into action. 
These are worked by a different mechanism to that em- 
ployed in the rifle calibre guns, being loaded by hand. 
lhe two barrel 1-inch guns, weighing 185 pounds, fired 
hard steel shot seven ounces in weight, completely pene 
trating a 4-inch steel plate against an inch iron plate 50 
yards distant. It fired 20 shots in 6 seconds. The four 
barrelled l-inch gun, weighing 33 hundred weight (the 
anti.torpedo bout gun), fired 8 shots singly in 4 seconds, 
12 rounds in volleys in 2 seconds, and 100 rounds in 25 
volleys in 24 seconds, including the time for changing 
ine, cartridige hoppers.

GENERAL JACKSON'S OPINION. 


Tue following extracts from a letter of General Andrew 
Jackson, dated Hermitage, Jan. 8, 1822, to his ward, E. G. 
W. Butler, then a cadet at West Point, but who proposed to 
leave to enter the Russian service, are as interesting. under 
present circumstances, as then. General Jackson says : 
** T trust then that you will view me when opposing your de- 
termination to join the Russian service and abandon that 
of your country, as influenced by no sinister motives, but as 
alive only to those prospects which may determine your 
reputation and the character to which you may attain as a 
soldier and citizen. You sav you-have spent the best of your 
life in a profession which offers no inducement in your coun- 
try. Let me ask what is it in the profession of arms in your 
country that is inconsistent with the character which awaits 
an officer devoted to its service—prepared by science for dis- 
tinction in that service, and competent to wield or share in 


its battles and dangers? What ia it in the character of your 
country that is unworthy of your efforts to sustain it? 
in its national feeling that cannot claim your participation ? 


What 


Where is the country besides your own whose glory is the pro- 
tection of liberty and thore equal rights which have long since 
been lost in the despotiem and corruption of every European 
Where is that Jove of country which, living 


despiser all control? And would you renounce this sacred 
tie for the glory to be won in the uncertain career of « foreign 


Emperor? Can you sacrifice the feelings which should cha- 
racterize an American officer to the illusions which support 


royalty and conceal its corruption? I hope you could not. 


There are many objections, Edward, to your adopting the 
course which you have named, but which I shall not mention, 


believing that you will unhesitatingly abandon a scheme which 
you have formed without reflection. It is true that the blind 
policy of the last Congress has limited the prospect of repu- 
tation and distinction in our army, but things will not always 
be as they are. The policy must change; and independent 
of this, what greater incentive do yuu want than the per- 
suasion that, by improving the advantages which you now 
possess, you will be prepared to enter with distinction into 
the service of your country when it shall ask for your service 
and talents.” 

In a subsequent letter, dated January 20, 1824, referring 
to the celebration of the victory over the British at New 
Orleans, he says: ‘* It cannot but be gratifying to me to 
see this day (the 8th of January), commemorated by the 
American peuple, and particularly for the praiseworthy ub- 
ject of raising funds to aid the oppressed and gallant Greeks. 
It must be gratifying to every bosom that cherishes as it 
ought warm feelings for the liberty of mankind, and a just 
abhorrence of the cruelties that Lave been inflicted on the 
oppressed Greeks and the patriots of Spain. It will have 
another good effect. It will keep alive in the recollection of 
this Nation what gallant men can do when united, and act as 
a stimulant to others to brave deeds should our country be 
again invaded by a foreign enemy.” 

The uncles and father of E. G. W. Butler, to whom Jack- 
son wrote, now a hale veteran of 83, residing at St. Louis, 
were, says the St. Louis Republican, five in number, aud dis- 
tinguished themselves in the Revolutionary period and the 
subsequent wars. It was regarding these that on one occa- 
sion Gen. Washington gave as a toast, “‘ The five Butlers; a 
gallant band of patriot brothers.” 

Gen. Richard Butler, the oldest, was a Major-General in 
the reguiar Army. He was first the Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the celebrated Morgan Rifles, and then commanded the 
Rifles through the Revolution. He was killed on November 
4, 1791, in Gen. St. Clair’s defeat on the Miamis by the six 
nations of Indians commanded by Brant. 

Col. William Butler, the second brother, was in command 
of a regiment of the Pennsylvania line through the Revola- 
tionary War, and died at Pittsburg in 1789. 

The next brother in age was Col. Thomas Butler, who was 
in command of the 2d Regiment of Infantry when the United 
States had but two regular regiments in service, the other 
regiment being under the command of Col. Hamtramk. Col. 
Thomas Butler was with his brother, Gen. Richard Butler, 
when the latter was killed in St. Clair’s defeat, as already 
stated, and he was shot through both his legs, and brought 
away from the field by another brother, Gen. E. G. W. Buat- 
ler’s father, who was also a participant in the battle. Gen. 
Richard Butler was rested against a tree, and soon after ex- 
pired, while Thomas was brought from the field and recov- 
ered. In 1798, Col. Thomas Butler was in command of the 
Federal troops at Tellico Biock House, near Nashville, and 
was constituted one of the Commissioners with George Wal- 
ton to treat with the Cherokees with a view to a consolida- 
tion of the settlements, by getting possession of the streams. 
Col. Thomas Butler died in 1805, at Ormonde plantation in 
Louisiana. 

Next of the brothers comes Gen. Pierce Butler, the father 
of Gen. William O. Butler, who succeeded Gen. Winfield 
Scott on his retirement from the command of the Army in 
the Mexican War. Gen. Pierce Butler died in 1821, at his 
old residence; at Carralton, Ky. He had a son, Richard 
Butler, who is living there vet. 

Then comes Gen. Edward Butler, the father of Gen. Ed- 
ward G. W. Butler. He was Adjutant-General of the Army 
of the United States, and was Adjutant-General of Wayne’s 
Army, when Wayne was commander-in-Cnief, in his cam- 
paign when he defeated the Western Indians in 1792. He 
died in 1803, at Springfield, near Nashville, Tenn. 

E. GW. Butler thus sketches his own life: ‘‘ I was born in 

the year 1800, on the 22d day of February—Washington's 
birthday—and was named Edward George Washington. My 
only brother, who took the highest honors at Yale, was 
named after my father’s old friend, Anthony Wayne, and 
died in 1824, My father died in 1803, and he gave the 
guardianship of his children to Gen. Andrew Jackson, and I 
thereupon became a ward of ‘Old Hickory.’ I attended 
Jumberland College, in Nashville, where I became a good 
scholar in Latin and Greek. In 1816 I went to West Point, 
where I graduated in 1820. I wasordered to Boston un duty 
in the ordnance, and in 1821 I was sent to Baton Rouge, La., 
to build the arsenal at that point. There I found Gen. 
William 8. Harney, a{2d Lieutenant in the Ist Infantry. We 
had been school-boys together in 1814. I resigned from the 
artillery in 1831, but on the breaking out of the Mexican 
War I was stationed at Mier, in command of the 3d Dragoons, 
and had the command of the district of the Upper Rio 
Grande—the same district that is now commanded by Gen. 
Trevino, who was in St. Louis the other day.” 

In conversation he said that he considered Gen. Jackson 
the greatest man who ever lived. He had seen by the uews- 
papers that Gen. Cullum, in his address at the recent un- 
veiling of Gen. Thayer's statue, had indulged in some re- 
marks uncomplimentary and unjust to Gen. Jackson, and he 
at first intended making it a pecsonal matter with Gen. 
Cullum, and request a retraction. He would allow no man 
while he was alive to tread on the grave of ‘Old 
Hickory.” 

**T have his letters,” said he, *‘ from 1821 till his death, in 
1845. Andrew Jackson was a man sui generis. He was the

he would have been with a liberal education, and then I 
have concluded that he was a greater man as he was. He 
accepted the mission to Mexico offered him by President 
Monroe, aud when Iturbide was crowned Emperor he de- 
clined to go, and wrote tu me, who was to have accompanied 
him as private secretary : ‘I have resigned the appointment 
of Minister to Mexico. I could not, by presenting credentials 
to an imperial despot, aid in riveting the chains of a free 
people.’ ” 

The remarks of Gen. Cullum concerning Gen. Jackson 
which Old Hickory’s admirer proposes to make a personal 
issue upon are as follows. Wequote from a printed copy of 
the address as revised by its author : 


‘For twelve years Col. Thayer had held an almost auto- 
cratic sway at West Point, which had never been disputed 
even by the Executive, when, in 1829, Gen. Andrew Jackson, 
a man of iron, became President of the United States, and 
John H. Eaton, a man of putty in the hands of his moulder, 
bis Secretary of War. Though the existing relations betweeu 
Jackson and Thayer were amicable, it was inevitable that 
there would soon be a collision of these two positive men 
respecting the sovereignty over the Military Academy. 
Thayer, while knowing his duties as a subordinate, knew 
also his rights to be supported by the higher powers in car- 
rying out his legitimate measures. Hence he pursued the 
even tenor of his way, though not unmindful of what Jeffer- 
son said when Monroe had proposed to appoint Jackson 
Minister to Russia: ‘Why, good God!’ he exclaimed, ‘he 
wonld breed you a quarrel before he had been there & 
month.’”’ .. . ‘ 

“The antagonistic attitude of the President soon ripened 
into actual hostility, much through the influence of an offi- 
cial personage, who was an intimate visitor at the White House, 
For a very grave offence he had, years before, been dis- 
missed from the Military Academy when about graduating 
bigh in bis class. Being a man of ability and resolution, and 
determined to have his revenge, he left no stone unturned 
to prejudice the President against the supposed author of 
all his woes ; and, alas! for the weakuess of poor human 
nature, others were at hand who, to avenge fancied wrongs, 
turned against their old commander.” . . . 

“The last straw to break the camel's back came when & 
cadet, an old offender, pardoned and restored to West Point, 
erected a hickory pole in front of the barracks as a signal of 
his triumph over authority. 

“Finally, finding no support at Washington, and that the 
arbitrary will of the President was to override all law and 
regulation, Thayer ceased to ask for details for Courte-mar- 
tial, and hence, when the next serious breach of discipline 
occurred, the case, without comment, was reported to the 
War Department, by which the offending cadet was snmma- 
rily dismissed, as much to the astonishment of Col. Taayer 
as to the cadet himself. Immediately the latter proceeded 
to Washington, laid the case before the President, who par- 
doned his offence and restored him to his class, with which 
he creditably graduated, became a conspicuous soldier, and 
gallantly laid down bis life in the Mexican War at the assault 
of the Convent of Churubusco, which had been strongly 
intrenched to serve as a citadel.” 





THE BOLIVAR CELEBRATION IN VENEZUELA. 


Rear Admiral Geo. H. Cooper reports to the Navy Depart- 
ment, under date of Caracas, Venezuela, July 29, 1883, as 
follows : 


In my despatch dated La Guayra, Venezuela, July 23, 
1888, I reported my arrival there on the flagship Tennessee 
on that date. On the following morning I came by special 
train to Caracas, accompanied by the officers of my staff, . 
and upon my arrival here was most cordially received by 
our Minister Resident, the Hon. John Baker, who had made 
every preparation for the reception aud entertainment of 
myself and the other officers. 

On the afternoon of July 24. the day of my arrival in 
Caracas, I called with my staff and our Minister and paid 
my respects to the President of the United States of Vene- 
zaela, Gen. Guzman Blanco, who extended to me a most 
cordial welcome to Venezuela, and made many complimen- 
tary and friendly remarks io regard to our country, for 
which he expreesed the greatest admiration. 

On the evening of July 24 I attended, with my staff, the 
ceremonies of the Apotheosis of Bolivar, which took place 
in the Opera House. One of the features of this ceremony 
was the depositing of wreaths and garlands of flowers around 
a bust of Bolivar, which was placed in a conspicuous posi- 
tion on the stage. The President of Venezuela first ad- 
vanced, followed by a number of officers, and placed upon 
the statue a beautiful floral decoration. Afterwards a num- 
ber of distinguished citizens of Venezuela, and several for- 
eign representatives, advanced in succession and deposited 
their floral offerings. In many cases the gentlemen were 
accompanied by ladies, who placed the flowers around the 
statue. 

Upon invitation from our Minister and from the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements, I and the officers of my staff, in full 
uniform, escorted Mrs. John Baker, the wife of our Minister 
Resident at Caracas, to the stage, where she placed a bean- 
tiful garland on the statue of the Liberator of Venezuela. 
When our officers in uniform appeared on the stage the 
whole audience rose and cheered loudly for the United States 
of North America. It was decidedly the most enthusiastic 
applause of the whole evening, andI am convinced that 
this slight public tribute of respect to the memory of the 
Venezuelan hero will go far towards strengthening the ex- 
isting friendly relatious between Venezuela and the United 
States. The Government of Venezuela, as well as the peo- 
ple, seem to desire to strengthen those ties, which, on ac- 
count of the position and similarity in the form of Govern- 
ment in the two countries bind them closely together. 

The various literary and scientific lectures and other exer- 
cises, which are included in the celebration of the ‘Centen- 
nial of Bolivar,” as well as the ceremonies upon the occa- 
sions of unveiing the statues erected in honor of eminent 
Venezuelans, have been attended, when possible, by officers 
from the Tennessee in uniform, as I think it appropriate that 
our country should be represented in all the important pub- 
lic celebrations, The ceremony of unveiling the statue of 
Gen. George Washivgton, which has been erected in a public 
square of Caracas by the Government of Venezuela, wiil 
take place on the 3ist inst.; and, with the assistance of our 
Minister, I am making every preparation which I possibly 
can to insure that the ceremonies upon that occasion shall be 
appropriate and ay Ag tte

At ball practice, 400 
yards, Capt. MacCarthy and his cannoneers did some good 
shooting, making two centres on a four foot Creedmoor 
target. A.six pound smooth-bore bronze gun was ured, and 
as the wind was blowing strong in irregular puffs it was diffi- 
cult to make the proper allowance for windage.

The Washington Light Battery had a very pleasant time on 


Guards, and Emmet Light Artillery, all under the command of 
Col, Joseph Bobletter, of the 2d Minnesota Regiment, an office 
of considerable experience in the war of the Rebellion and also ip 
the Regular Army since that war, and one who seems to have , 
proper appreciation of his duties and responsibilities. The camp 
was well selected on an elevated piece of grouad near the Minne. 
sota river, about one mile from the town of New Ulm, and whil, 
thecamp was not laid out according to tactics, yet it answered 
the purpose for which it was intended, viz., one week's encamp. 
ment, I have hereunto attached a copy of the order of the daily 
routine of the command, from which it will be seer that much 
work was performed during the encampment. The company 
drilis were fair in the manual and company movements, and two 
of the companies, A (Echstime’s) and B (Hunter's), drilled quite 
well in the skirmish drill on several occasions. The battalion 
drill were good considering that five of the companies were new 
troops, having been organized since the last annual encampment 
as follows: Company F, Capt. Burgess, stationed at Mankato, 
June 28, 1882; Company G, Oapt. Anderson, stationed at Austin, 
September 8, 1882; Company H, Capt. Goodrich, stationed at Biug 
Earth City, February 16, 1853; Company I, Capt. Donahower, sta. 
tioned at St. Peter, March 14, 1883; Company K, Capt. Simmons, 
stationed at Little Falls, April 12, 1883. The above named com. 
panies were never in camp before, consequently it was not ex. 
pected that they would be as proficient as older companies. But 
during the latter part of the encampment they wade great 
progress, and showed that the week’s work was not in vain. What 
these new companies need most is a thorough drill in the “‘ school 
of the soldier.”’ It will teach the men to be steady in rank and 
improve their soldierly appearauce. The battalion drills were 
conducted by Col. Bobleter, whom I consider a very good tact). 
cian. Target practice was held daily from 2 Pp. m. to 5 P. m., dig. 
tance field 200 yards. The shooting was not very good on the 
whole, but some individuals made very creditable scores. Great 
improvement might be made if the State would purchase for each 
man sixty rounds of ammunition to be used at target practice at 
the annual encampments, instead of the soldier having to pur- 
chase it from his own means as is now the case. Gallery practice 
during the winter months would also be of great benefit to many 
men who have not had practice at the regular target range. 

Discipline in camp was fairly maintained. Guard duty was 
well performed. Police of the camp good. Each company 
purchased its own supplies throuxh : uon-commissioned officer, 
and the tables were most abundantly iurnished with most excel- 
lent food, which had to be paid for by the men out of their 
meagre salary. All officers messed together. 

The regiment has not yet supplied itself with the new uniform 
which has been adopted, and which differs but little (except in 
buttons) from that now worn by the soldiers of the Regular 
Army. All the companies except H (Goodrich’s), had a uniform, 
It is to be hoped, however, that this will be remedied by tho 
next annual encampment, and that the entire regiment will be 
uniformed alike, which will enable them to present a much 
better appearance as soldiers. On Sunday, July 15, I mades 
thorough inspection of the command. There was present at in- 
spection all the field officers and 425 company officers and en- 
listed men. This does not include a camp guard, which was 
inspected separately, consisting of three officers and thirty-five 
enlisted men, making a grand total of 475 inspected and for duty. 
The material of which thie regiment is composed, both rank and 
file, is very good indeed. The majority of the men are young and 
present a ‘ine physical appearance, and all seemed anxious to be- 
come acquainted with their duties as soldiers. The guns are of 
different calibre, some have been in use for several years, They 
were not found, as arule, in as good and clean condition as they 
might have been, with the exception of Companies C (Capt. 
Hackley’s), and I (Donahower). The former company, [ under- 
stand, has a good armory, however, which all the others do not 
possess; and, in fact, some of the captains informed me that some 
of their men carried their guns home with them. This is not as 
it should be. The Emmett Light Artillery of St. Paul, Capt. Mc- 
Carthy commanding, consisting of three officers and twenty-seven 
men, was next inspected. This is an excellent body of men, ably 
commanded, and presents avery soldierly appearance, It is to 
be regretted, however, that they did not have more men out for 
their annual encampment, but the captain informed me that 
many of them were threatened with discharge by their employers 
in case they persisted in going into camp. 

As you requested me to niake any recommendation that I 
thought proper, I would respectfully submit the following: 
1, That all the old rifles now on hand of the fifty calibre be 
turned in and replaced by the forty-five calibre with safety 
notch; that captains of companies see that the arms are properly 
cared for and if possible an armory provided for each company. 
2. That both officers and men be required to pass a physical 
examination before they are accepted in the service of the State. 
3. That but one place of encampment be used for all troops at 
the annual encampment. This will save the trouble and expense 
of shipping camp equipage from one encampment to another. 
4. That before going to their next annual encampment the 
articles of war (or so much of them as relates to a soldier’s duty 
and by which all soldiers are governed when in the service of 
their country) be read to each company before going to their 
next annual encampment. 
5. That some dress hat be adopted for all mounted officers.

The following report of Colonel Lawson, relative to the 
encampment of the lst Regiment at White Bear Lake, has 
also been received by the Governor : 
Fort SNELLING, Mixy., July 31, 1883, 
To His Hecellency, L. F. Hubbard, Governor of Minnesota; 
Governor: You having requested that an officer of the Army 
be detailed to remain in camp with the Ist Regiment during 
their annual encampment at White Bear Lake, and having been 
detailed for that purpose by Special Orders No. 123, Headquarters 
Department of Dakota, dated July 17, 1883, I have the honor to 
cubmit the following report as the result of my observation 
while in camp: 
Arriving in camp July 20, and remaining unti] July 26, I had 
every opportunity to observe the drill and routine of the camp. 
The only troops encamped at White Bear were the ist Regiment, 
Minnesota National Guard, Col. W. B. Bend, commanding. A fine 
tactican and an officer of great experience in the National Guards 
of New York, and one in every way, so far as I could judge, capa- 
ble of performing the duties of his office. Attached hereto please 
find an order of the routine of the camp, from which it will be 
seen that work was the order of the day. 
The company drills were quite good, with atendency among 
the new companies to lose distance. Five companies of this 
regiment have been organized since the last annual encampment 
and some of them quite recently. The battalion drills were con- 
ducted by Col. Bend in person, and were very creditable. Some 
of the companies of this regiment present the appearance of 
veterans, botii in their drill and deportment in camp. The new 
companies of the regiment were given an extra battalion drill, 
which proved of great benefit,and before the encampment was 
broken up all showed marked improvement in drill, and many 
regretted that they could not remain longer where all had been 
benefited by their stayin camp. The formal inspection of the 
regiment was made by Colonel Van Cleve, of the Governor’s staff, 
acopy of which is attached and marked “B.” From this report 
it will be seen that there was present at inspection 462 officers 
and men. But one company practiced at the target range, Com- 
pany D. Captain Bean snd some men of this company made 
good scores; the men purchasing their own ammunition. The 
“arms '’ of the command were on the whole in good order. Two 
companies gre armed with the Springfield rifle, calibre 50, the re- 
mainder with the Springfield, caljbre 45, some with and some 
without the “safety notch.” All the companies have good 
armories and clothing. The regiment is all uniformed alike, 
which adds much to their military appearance. Discipline was 
well maintained. Guard duty well performed. There were two 
guard mounts daily, which gave each officer and enlisted man a0 
opportunity to become familiar with guard duty; in other 
words, the guard was relieved every twelve instead of twenty- 
foyr hours, which I consider an excellent idea for a week’s eD- 
campment, I would most respectfully suggest that the samo 
recommendations as were madein regard to the New Ulm en- 
campment be applied to this regiment, except that whigh refers 
to armories.

GENERAL WOLSELEY AS AN IRISHMAN. 


In a recent speech General Lord Wolseley said: ‘ Of all 
the unfair «tories, of all the false stories that were ever in- 
vented abont me, or perhaps I might say about any one man 
in the world, the greatest is that which states that I am anti- 
Trish in my feelings about Irishmen. That calumny I repu- 
diate with all the strength that is within me. I decline most 
emphatically and most tively to be disagsociated in any 
way whatever from the land of my birth. I decline to be 
disassociated or disconnected in any way whatever from 
those gallant Irish soldiers with whom I have spent so many 
years of my life—those gallant [rsh soldiers whom I have 
always found during my career—and it has been, as I have 
said before, a varied one—always ready and prompt, willing 
and anxious to take their share of danger when danger was 
to be undergone. I should be a craven if for no other 
reason—TI should not be worthy of the umform or worthy of 
the position which I holdin the army, if I should wish to be 
disassociated in any way whatever from, not the Ireland of 
politics, but the Ireland of chivalry and courage. It is not 
necessary for me to tell you that during the recent war in 
Egypt I bad a considerable number of Irish soldiers with me 
in that army,'and I can only say that there were no men with 
whom I had the honor of being associated that dia their 
work better. They were always willing to undertake any 
difficult service without grumbling or making any difficulty 
about it, and I have been so impressed with the manner in 
which these Irish soldiers do their work that, should it be 
my good fortune at any future time to be entrusted with the 
command of an army, I hope and trust most sincerely that 
there will be in that army an Irish brigade commanded by 
an Irish brigadier. In the many campaigns in which I have 
in my past life been engaged, I have almost invariably found 
a Scotch brigade, and I cannot see any just reason why &

an Irieh brigade as well as a Scotch and English brigade, and

FOREIGN NOTES. 


A piver and thirty men are engaged in raising the French 
men-of-wer sunk in Aboukir Bay. They have already 
ascertained and buoyed the positions of six of the largest 
ships, including that of the Orien!, the French Admiral’s 
flag-ship and many swords, muskets, and other objects of 
interest have been brought to the surface. 

Tue latest report is that Cetewayo is not dead, and a 
despatch from London, Aug. 16, says: The Standard’s 
despatch from Durban reports that there has been a two 
days’ battle between the followers of Cetewayo and those of 
Usibepn, with great slaughter on both sides. Usibepu is 
said to have been defeated and to have fled.

A great 
battle was fought on July 10, when all the opposing forces 
under the leadership of Caceres were routed, and since that 
time the Peruvian leaders have hastened to declare their loy 
alty to President Iglesias. The towns are following this ex- 
ample, and a better feeling is reported all b Peru at 
the prospect of peace after the long warfare. It is thought 
thata will soon be assembled at Lima, when the 
treaty will be ratified and Peru evacuated by the Chilian 
troops within three months.

AccorD1NG to some statistics published in Germany, it ap- 
that the losses suffered by the Russian Army of the 
ube and that of the Caucasus amounted to 117.621 men, 
out of 933,000, abont 13 per cent. Sickness carried off 81,- 
166 men, and 36,455 were killed by the enemy during 
the campaign of 1870. The German army, 1,113,254 
strong, lost 40,743 men, or less than .04 per cent. Of 
these, 12,115 died of sickness and 28,628 remained 
on the field of battle. The Russians lost twice as many men 
by pestilence as by the sword, and it was just the contrary 
with the Germans, Then, the Russian hospitals admitted, 
during the war in the East, 1,828,357 men! so that every 
soldier may have passed twice through the ambulance. Asa 
general rule, there was only one doctor for 1,000 sick. Ont 
of 11,000 cases of congelation, 1,530 men died. ‘‘Of course, 
it is only fair to remember,” says the Army and Navy Ga- 
zette, which gives these statistics, “ that the Russians had to 
operate in a far more unhealthy climate than the Germans, 
and that France offered resources in the way of the neces- 
sities of life which were not to be found on the banks of the 
Danube or in the gorges of the Caucasus. 

SPEAKING on the subject of the Channel Tunnel Sir Wil- 
fred Lawsen said that the Tunnel bill had been thrown ‘* out 
like a shot,” because those whom he designated the army 
and navy, when examined by the committee, said that Eng- 
land's 500,000 armed men could not keep the French army 
out of a hole twenty-five feet square. ‘*‘ He wondered what 
they were good for.” 

Tue Egyptian government has admitted the breakdown of 
its own methods of dealing with the cholera, and has agreed 
to the proposal of Surg.-Gen. Hunter (who with other doc- 
tors sent out from England have arrived in Egypt) for the 
adoption of an entirely new plan, on the model of the Indian 
Sanitary Department. Forty trained hospital assistanrs, 
who are Mahometans, will be summoned from India ; besides 
which eight more English doctors are to be invited to enter 
the rervice of the Khedive. 

La Méallurgie (Paris, July 18) announces that the Minis- 
ter of War has laid before the Chamber a bill for removing 
the present restrictions upon the manufacture of arms and 
ammunition in France, and permitting the manufacture and 
sale of all models except these in use inthe army. Persons 
desiring to engage in the business will now only be obliged 
to make a declaration of their intention at the Perfecture, 
and to keep a register of purchases and sales, 

Generab Hicks, says the Zgyptian Gazette, has again tele- 
graphed from the Soudan to request that he may be allowed 
to resign his appointment, giving as his reason for wishing 
to take this step the systematic opposition which he meets 
with at the hands of native officiala. The General states 
that the native authorities are doing all they can to lessen 
his influence and to throw obstacles in his path. Under 
these circumstances he does not, in justice to himself, see 
how he can continue to retain his post. 

Tae French Minister of War has refused to give his appro- 
bation to the scheme for levelling the enceinte round Paris, 
and converting the land into building gronnd for the poor, 
One statement made by Gen. Thibaudin during his examin- 
ation before a Parliamentary committee has created no little 
astonishment in France. He said that the new detached 
forts were not a sufficient protection to the capital. 


TWENTY-EIGHT vacancies are reported in the British cav- 
alry owing to the difficulty of finding candidates who have 
not only passed the competitive examination for Sandhurst, 
but who also possess sufficient pecuniary resources, 
SwI1zERLAND has‘recently concluded a treaty with the 
United States, to be in force for thirty years, binding both 
Republics to snbmit any differences arising between them to 
arbitration. Honduras and Colombia have also given their 
adhesion to the principle. 

A novet kind of sport has lately come into fashion at 
Trouville, Dieppe, and other fashionable foreign seaside re- 
sorts. Crabs are brokenin and trained to run races, and are 
marked on the shell with the crest or initials of their respec- 
tive owners. The race-course is about sixteen yards long, 
the winning post being a rope stretched along the sands, as 
near the sea as possible. he crabs are placed in a row, 
each owner holding his own until the starting signal is given, 
the umpire being at his post and the spectators seated ina 
circle to watch the race. This novel sport proves very amus- 
ing, and betting goes on freely on the favorites. In the heat 
of the competition, two or three rival crabs will occasionally 
stop to fight, and so lose their chance; some will catch hold 
of a competitor in front of them, pull it back, and take its 
place. At the conclusion of the race the name of the winner 
1s proclaimed by the umpire, and the crabs are carefully en- 
closed in their baskets uotil required again. This is after 
the order of what is popularly supposed to be the favorite 
diversion of our Army—that of sitting in front of lumps of 
sugar to see on which one a fly will alight first. 

“You in England,” observed a Belgian critic at the Royal

ComMPLETE mobilization, as in time of war, of a battalion 
of the Landwebr, with the whole of its rank and file, is to 
take place at Karlsruhe, the Militair-Zeitung reports ‘The 
battalion which is barracked in that city, is raised to 800 men, 
The whole of the officers belong to the Beurlaubtenstand, 
with the exception of the chief of the battalion, two com- 
manders of companies, and the adjutant. The organization 
of this battalion, the regulations for the various drills to be 
gone through, and the final inspection to which it is tobe 
submitted, call forth here, in military circles, very great in- 
terest.” 

Tue Spanish Minister of Marine has recently submitted to 
the Cabinet an extensive scheme for the reorganization of 
the Spanish navy. A number of ironclads are to be built; 
the mode of manning the navy is to be improved ; the coast 
defences are to be made more efficient, and new arsenals to 
be constructed. The total cost is estimated at 200 million 
pesetas (£8, 300,000), and is to bedefrayed, according to Min- 
isterial papers, at present by the sale of State forests and 
salt mines. 

Tue Dutch Government have building, at Amsterdam, the 
large cruiser Doggerbank. Her dimensions are stated as fol- 
lows : Length between perpendiculars, 265ft. ; beam, 42ft. ;
